There arc oome people yet living 
In llenderaon who remember well the 
holy terror In which Gen Steven G. 
Burbrldge waa held In this State dur- 
ing a period of the civil war. Inno- 
cent blood waa ahed In Henderson by 
his order. The following Irom Louis- 
ville will be read with Interest:- 

Captaln E. W .* Easley, ol Pleastire- 
vllle, Ky., has In hla possession a 
war relic In the ahape of a telegram 
Irom President Abraham Lincoln. It 
la valuable not only because of the pe- 
culiar story that centers around It. 
The telegram when written by Presi- 
dent Lincoln was intended to save one 
life, bat throngh a little mistake made 
by Captain Easley In reading It, the 
message saved three. Captain Ess* 
ley who la now in hla 74th year, tell3 
the following Interesting story of the 
Incident; 

"In the early part <Jf 1865, General 
Bntbrldge ordered a number of Con* 
federate soldiers executed In retalia- 
tion ior the killing of some promi- 
nent Federal sympathizers by Con 
fedeiatea. About Jansary 5, 1865, 
four of them were executed at Pleas- 
ureville In retaliation for the killing 
of Preston Sparks, and on February 2 
the same year I waa detailed on duty 
with my company at Eminence. On 
the 4 o’clock train General Bnrbrldge 
sent down from Lexington three Con- 
lederate soldiers, William E. Walker, 
Monroe Wellman and Hugh Harrod, 
with orders that they be executed in 
the morning In retaliation for the 
mnrder of E. B. Mossie, of Spencer 
connty. 

"I waa heartsick over the task as- 
signed me, and wonld rather have 
gone/into battle against any force 
than execute tboee men. Orders 
were orders, though, and as a sol- 
dier I had to obey. But at 8 o’clock 
one hour before the time set, I receiv- 
ed a telegram signed by Abraham 
Lincoln. It ordered the execution of 
Walker deferred, and that he be seat 
back to Lexington until further or- 
ders. 

"When I saw the contents of the 
message at first glance I was to over- 
joyed that I thought It referred to all 

the men. I cent ell three back to 
Lexington. Xu this way Wellman

The time has come when in order 
to keep up with the procession Ken- 
tucky farmers must pay more atten- 
tion to the employment ol the best 
tn.tkods in ev. rytfafcg :e!*ring to 
their business of farming. On this 
point the Kentucky Farm Journal 
says: "Farmers in Kentucky, and 
good ones, have been in the habit ol 
selecting seed corn from what they 
have in their cribs. No matter how 
long they have been raising corn, 
year in and year out, the same stock 
ia used and this, too, when corn is 
their beat crop. They may be labor- 
ing nnder the impression that ail they 
raise goes into hogs and the size of 
the ears don’t count, bnt it does not 
coincide with other ideas relating to 
the improvement ol crops. Few far- 
mers would think ol planting pota- 
toes grown in their fields, and many 
select new seed wheat eeeh year, bet 
for corn any old thing wifi do. The 
farmers in this state should take as 
much pride in this product a' those 
in Illinois and other States where 
special efforts are made to improve 
the crop. Any old thing won’t do in 
corn any more than it will in live 
stock."

A report gained currency at Render 
on Wednesday ol last week that Ben 
Rogers, who murdered A1 Chinn, the 
eugluecr for the coal company at that 
place ten days before, had been seen 
hiding In a worked out room In the 
mine and a searching party was at 
once organized. 

A strong gut.id was at once placed 
at the shall and (torn ten to twenty 
armed men kept up the search lor 
Rogers until Sunday morning when 
they despaired of finding him, and it 
was then decided to flood the mine 
with smoke to drive him from his 
hiding place. Twenty-four hours no- 
tice of the smoking process had been 
posted about the mine lor the protec- 
tion of the Innocent, and Snnday 
morning the alrshalts were capped 
and volumes of sulphur and cayenne 
pepper tumea were tanned through 
the mine for lour hours after which 
co life conld exist in the mine nntll 
the poisonous fumes were driven out 
and teplaced with pure air. 

In the meantime, however, a clew 
to Rogers' escape was developed that 
strongly discredits the theory oi his 
being in hiding lathe mine. Snn- 
day morning after the killing on Sat- 
urday night a farmer living near 
Cromwell went to his barn to feed his 
stock and lonnd Rogers.in his hay 
loft. The farmer knew Rogers very 
well, the negro having been raised In 
that community, and asked him why 
he had slept In the barn. Rogers told 
the farmer a story of coming out to 
make a trade w ith a white man, and 
arriving there late and no negroes 
living in the community he had de- 
cided to sleep in the barn. The far- 
mer had not beard ol the killing end 
accepted the negro's story without 
further inquiry l.ater In the day, 
Snnday, another firmer, living near 
Green river saw at a distance some 
one hail a down river packet and go 
on board and. he now believes It was 
Rogers. 

The latter Incidents did not come to 
light until a few days ago, but 11 fol- 
lowed up would, no doubt, result in 
the capture of the fugitive

Levi Allen Resists Arrest and is 
Mortally Wounded by Town 
Marshal Alford.

Levi Allen was shot and, perhapa, 
mortally wonnded by Town Marshal 
Andrew Alford at Horse Branch late 
Satnrday afternoon. 

Allen had been drinking heavily 
all day Saturday and about four 
o’clock In the afternoon he approach- 
ed Police JudgeW.S Cole and Insisted, 
in a boasting way, that he was drunk 
and that the Police Judge should have 
him arrested. Shortly afterward 
Marshal Alford approached Allen, 
who was standing on the depot plat- 
form, and taking hold ol his right 
arm, started with him to the lockup. 
They had proceeded only a few atepa 
when Allen slashed the Marshal 
across the breast- with a knife, which 
be held in hla left hand, Inflicting an 
ugly flesh wound abant three Inches 
long jnst over hla heart. Marshal 
Alford stepped back and fired three 
shots in quick succession at Allen. 

The first shot passed through his 
hat, the second passed through the 
fleshy part of hla neck and the third, 
and, perhaps, fatal shot, pierced hla 
abdomen, Allen sank to the ground 
bnt hla friends soon carried him to 
hla home near by, where he now Ilea 
at the point of death. 

Allen has been known as a drink- 
ing character lor the past twenty 
years, and haa been engaged In many 
fights. When sober, however, he 
was a hard-working, peaceable citizen. 

The Marshal’s wound la not thought 
to be oi a serious nature and he Is at 
hla post of duty again.
